ITALY NEAR 
BREAK WITH 
JUGO-SLAVS 


Mussolini Insists Upon 
Belgrade’s Adherence to 
Treaty on Fiume

ROME, Aug. 25.—A rumor 
epread here this morning that 
Premier Mussolini will break off 
ail negotiations with Jugc-Slavia 
regarding Flume unless Belgrade 
carries out all the clauses cf tie 
Rapaile treaty. 

The report of Italy’s ultimatum 
to Jugo-Slavia was officially de- 
nied yesterday but I am privately 
informed that Premier Mussolini 
will no longer tolerate “evasions 
and procrastination on the part of 
Juzo-Slavia with reference to a 
final settlement of the Fiume 
question.” 

The problem was complicated 
recently by the announcement 
that Jugo-Slavia is making ar- 
rangements with British firms for 
a new railroad and an Adriatic 
port as a substitute for Fiume as 
a commercial outiet. It is pointed 
out here that the reason Italy 
compromised with Jugo-Slavia and 
allowed Fiume to remain an 
autonomous city with its port un- 
der a control commission composed 
of orie Italian, one Jugo-Slavia and 
one Fiumian, was to prevent 
Fiume’s commercial death, If 
Jugo-Slavia now intends to have 
another port she will destroy the 
principal meaning of the Rapallo 
treaty.

Braille Association Hits 
Newspaper Campaign 


Letters Sent to Governor 


Organization Says Emerg- 
ency Does Not Exist 


Voicing the objection of blind 
citizens of Los Angeles to any 
movement that seeks to exploit or 
to bestow unsolicited charity upon 


those who, despite their great 
handicap, are striving for self-sup- 
port and independence, the 
Angeles Braille Association, the lo- 
cal organization of the blind, yes- 
terday took formal action con- 
demning and repudiating a cam- 
paign now being conducted by a 
local newspaper. 

Official communications explain- 
ing the attitude of the organiza- 
tion, which is composed of more 
than 200 members and which does 
not confine its membership to 
those without sight, were sent to 
the editor of the newspaper con- 
ducting the campaign and to Gov. 
Richardson, the letter to the Gov- 
ernor expldining that the associa- 
tien has nothing to do with and 
does not approve the newspaper's 
activities and further assuring the 
Governor that the organization 
feels confident that he will make 
adequate provisions for work in 
behalf of blind persons residing 
in California. 


TEXT OF LETTER 

The letter to the newspaper, 
signed by Kenneth E. Marshall, 
president of the Braille Associa- 
tion, follows: 

“At a special meeting of the 
executive committee of the Los 
Angeles Brailie Association held 
this afternoon, I was inetructed, 
as president, to explain to you 
our attitude with reference to a 
campaign which is being carried 
on through the colurnns of your 
paper. We, as an organization, are 
very much opposed to this cam- 
paign for the reason that we do 
not believe that an emergency 
exists calling for the raising of 
money in this manner, for the 
principal reason that the Los An- 
geles Braille Association is in a 
position to carry on the work of 
Home Teaching for the adult 
blind in the southern part of 
California. 

“Your paper is aware of the ex- 
istence of this association and yet, 
in view of this fact. we never 
have been consulted in any way 
with reference to our attitude and 
we can assure you that if we had 
been taken into your confidence 
we would have strenuously ob- 
jected to the raising of funds in 
this manner. 

“Trusting this fully explains our 
attitude and our willingness as an 
Orranization to carry on this work, 
which we intend doing when nec- 
essary. we wish to remain,

LETTER TO GOVERNOR 

The association's letter to Gov. 
Richardson expresses the organi- 
zation’s policy as follows: 

“The attention et the Leos An- 
geles Braille Association has been 
called to articles which have ap- 
peared in one of the Los Angeles 
daily papers with reference to a 
campaign which its being carried 
on through the columns of that 
paper for the purpose of ralsing 
funds for the work of home teach- 
ing for the adult blind, and we, as 
an organization, wish to explain 
to you our attitude in the matter, 
as follows: 

That this association is not now 
or has been at any time interested 
or instrumental in this campaign 
or in any of the articles which 
have ap from time to time 
and we sincerely telleve the adult 
home teaching for the blind should 
be a tax-supported work. Although 
you have not refused to retnstate

Amnesty Talk for Prisoners 
Laid to Propaganda 


Free Speech Not Involved, 
Asserts Official 


Coolidge Asked Not to Take 
Action in Matter 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25. 
Emphatic protest against any form 
of executive clemency which would 
free the political prisoners who 
still remmm in Federal prisons 
was voiced by the American 
Legion in a letter to President 
Coolidge, signed by John Thomas 
Taylor, vice-chairman of the 
national legislative committee of 
the Legion. 

Mr. Taylor said his protest was 
“prompted by recent press dis- 
patches from the White House, 
of seeming official character, in 
which the President is held to re- 
gret the retention in prison of any- 
one in the United States for the 
expression of opinions.” 


REGISTERS PROTEST 

“The Legion,” Mr. Taylor de- 
clared in his letter to the Pres- 
ident, “takes this opportunity to 
register its emphatic protest against 
any form of executive clemency 
which would free these criminals 
on their own terms. 

Because the average American 
has been deceived regarding the 
issues involved, through the pro- 
paganda of apologists and advo- 
cates of pacifism and slackerdom, 
an intelligent public opinion has 
never been roused n protest 
against amnesty for these traitors 
who attempted to stab our country 
in the back, when we were at grips 
with the enemy. 

5 the contrary, the average 
citizen has been led to believe that 
our constitutional right of free 
speech is the issue involved, and 
that the detfenders of these war 
criminals are fighting to safeguard 
this priceless treasure which was 
secured us—and them— by the 
sacrifices of our forefathers. 


CONTENTION AFFIRMED 

“Nothing could be further from 
the truth. The issues are these: 
Shall we be enabled to present a 
united front to the enemy in war 
time or must we be content with 
a divided front?

HOSE who have taken the world apart are pitifully incompetent 
in putting it together. They are as children, powerless to reas- 
semble a shattered toy. 

Political doctors gather and create wonderful contributions in 
diagnosis, but the patient wastes and fails. There may be brief rally- 
ing spells. Some of the fever may abate, but again the pulse weakens, 
the circulation grows stagnant and the film of dissolution gathers upon 
lusterless eyes. | 
Must we wait for the post mortem before there is any achieve- 
ment of a remedy? . 

America is a country of almost measureless resources, yet there 
cannot be enough of transfusion to keep the old world alive. There 
must be help from within. There is still the question, however, 
whether we are satisfying the normal expectations of humanity in the 
great work of restoration. . 

Secretary Mellon of the Treasury Department has returned from 
an official visit with the wasted nations. He has held council in a 
number of capitals. He has had serious conference with the financial 


ministers of the debtor nations. He has taken the temperature and 


felt the pulse of the patient, but he is forced to shake his head appre- 
hensively and make a gesture of despair. 5 

He has given no detailed recital of his foreign adventure, but his 
recorded impressions are hopelessly pessimistic: He was not in a po- 
sition to make material concessions or cancel the obligation of any 
debtor government. The Washington administration has suggested as 
an inviolate axiom that no nation can be permanently benefited 
through any repudiation or annulment of its just debts. Questions of 
pride and honor are involved and governments should be as sensitive 
as individuals when matters of credit and conscience are involved. 


America is the great creditor nation of the world. More than 


twenty foreign governments are indebted to us in sums ranging from 
the billions down to petty thousands. Uncle Sam could write off the 
whole vast total and still live, but the action would be neither just nor 
generous. Most of the governments express their willingness and in- 
tent to repay their obligations. At this time it is a question of terms. 
Here it is the part of America to be magnanimous to the fullest pos- 
sible extent. Let the debtor nations take council of themselves and 
one another and virtually make their own terms. The important thing 
is to determine some basis of adjustment that will permit a return of 
the practice of thrift. With a flood of almost worthless paper money 
in circulation domestic thrift is impossible. The man with a billion 
marks spends them on the instant lest ha sink with them. | 
The devastation of Europe was not measured by the amount of 
gunpowder shot away. There is an economic desolation as complete 
as that wrought by the sword. Loss of man power in industry through 
idleness inflicts the same hardship upon the progress of a nation as its 
loss of citizenship through waer. : 
Economie devastation is going on in Europe, although the war it- 
self is over. In this way Germany is as great a sufferer as any of the 
powers. During the war her soil may not have been invaded by hos- 
tile armies, but in the quest of peace there is an industrial devastation 
as complete as if miles of factories were blown to atoms. : 
In his address before the London School of Economics Prof. Gus- 
tav Cassel declared that devastation is something much more than a 
material destruction of some provinces. The economic life of modern 
society is a very complicated mechanism. It is essential for the well- 
being of humanity that this machinery should work smoothly. The 
real calamity is the devastation of the social organism which keeps 
the machinery going. Reparation is not only reconstruction of prop- 
erties destroyed in war, but essentially an effort to get the world’s 
productive machinery once more running at speed, a reconstruction 
of that social organism which is the most important foundation of our 
productive capacity—a renaissance of such moral factors as security, 
trust, enterprise and credit. As Prof. Cassel concludes: “By far the 
most important part of the task of reparation is to bring the whole 
social organism back to normal efficiercy.” 
: What is needed more than anything else is some mountainous 


| figure of a man in whom the nations could unite their trust and con- 
neren there is the man of the hour but the hour now tolls 


impatiently for the coming of its master. There need be no further 
shattering of governments, but there is a call for a Cromwell who can 
make the urgent needs of humanity his warrant for assumption of the 
reins of power. Whether he be called dictator or receiver-in-bank- 


ruptcy is immaterial as long as he have the strength or capacity to cut 


the Gordian knot which stays the chariot of industrial progress. 

Only a deep and radical change of heart can save Europe from 
itself and this must find its inspiration in the mind and purpose of 
some big man—some dominating personality. Woodrow Wilson might 
have accomplished much at one time, but the situation demands an- 
other now. History demonstrates that the impressive moving figures 
in earth’s story arise with some great crisis. In Europe’s bleakest 
hour some such character may rise resplendent from the ruck. 

Else there is small hope. The policies of the European govern- 
ments of today constitute an obnoxious circle. They reach no conclu- 
sions. They have no terminal facilities. They are trying to carry 
themselves by their own bootstraps, but are imperiled by leaden feet. 
The powers who have costly colonies feel constrained to acquire others 
for their “military protection.” 

And in a day when the citizenship of the world yearns for peace! 

France and Germany have beén quarreling neighbors for centuries. 
Yet it is impossible for either side to give an intelligent reason for their 
embroilment. Revenge is the real inspiration and this should have no 
standing in a Christian civilization. In carrying the sword the users in-

most of her coal from Germany. Now she is getting none. Neither 


are the Germans. The suffering is mutual but not essential. With a

Stewards on the various great liners 
agree that drinking at sea has been gradual- 
ly but steadily lessening for the last twenty 
years. Prohibition has not been responsible 
as the British ships have noticed it most 
and they still carry all kinds of booze. The 
American traveler, however, has been the 
heavy drinker and still continues in that ca- 
pacity when conditions permit. He does the 
bulk of the heavy boozing on the English 
and French ships. The English tourist is 
not what would be called a hard drinker.

Higher Price Levels Only a 
Seasonal Tendency 


Present Upward Trend May 
End in Near Future 


With market letter ‘writers prac- | 
tically unanimous in predicting 
higher price levels for stocks and 
with comment emanating from in- 


dustrial and financial centers dis- 
tinctly optimistic, it requires ay 
great deal of courage to sound a 
note of caution to traders. Yet, a 
study of the price movement for 
the past twenty-five yéars, partic- 
ularly the minor movements with- 
in the broad swings, bespeaks a 
watchful policy, while a review of 
current economic conditions 
prompts realization of profits, un- 
less one is content to carry stocks 


SEASONAL RALLY 

When the history of the current“ 
market is written it will probably 
be found that the rising tendency 
of prices in August has been mere- 
ly a seasonal rally such as has oc- 
curred in August eighteen years 
out of the past twenty-four. In 
the years elapsed since 1897 there 
were only six August periods when 
the month closed with lower prices 
than it started. ese were in the 
years 1905, 1907, 1911, 1917, 1919 
and 1922. In 1914 the New York 
Stock Exchange remained closed. 
The other eighteen years saw 
prices advance in August, the av- 
erage being 2.44 points, while 
the extreme gain made in any one 
August was 6.37 points.

They levy taxes 
on timber lands and on lumber 
production. In 1921 8 per cent 
of all the revenues of the State 
of Washington came from timber 
land taxes and 3 per cent from 
the lumber industry—a total of 11 
per cent. When the timber re- 
exhausted, the tax 
burden will have to be adjusted 
falling more heavily on farm lands 


and other sources. 


FREIGHT RATES HIGH 
One thing which is having a 
tendency to slow up lumber con- 
sumption is the constantly mount- 
ittg freight rate, With most of 


the lumber being produced in the 


Far West and most of it being 
consumed in the East, a vast 
amount of transportation is in- 
volved and a big freight bill. 

In the early days rates on lum- 


her were $5 to $8 a thousand feet. 


Now rates from the West to the 
Mississip Valley are $17 a 
thousan and to the i Atlantic 
Coast, $25 a thousand. Twenty- 
five dollars a thousand was con- 
sidered a big price for finished 
lumber only a short time ago. 
Now that only pays the freight, 
with little allowed for the cost of 
the lumber itself. 

It will not be so many years 
before the lumbermen will begin

It all started because Mrs.

“It was customary then,“ she 
reminisced, “to plant corn between 
the walnut-trees, that expenses 
might be realized while awaiting 
the trees“ maturity. But every- 
body had corn, the market was 
not great, so I looked about for 
something diflerent. One day near 
Los Angeles I chanced to find a 
1Q-acre nursery where 1 could 
obtain pampas-shoots, The pam- 
pas comes from South America, 
where it is used for cattle-graz- 
ing, having much the same proper- 
ties as our hay. Discovering quite 
a market for the plumea—used in 
decoration, for wedding and fun- 
eral processions and the like, 
particularly in Germany—I plant- 
ed it between by walnut trees. 
After perfecting a curative pro- 
cess which required that it be 
handled by hand thirteen times, 
I would press it in bales like hay. 

“Acting on one of those unac- 
countable inspirations, I sent some 
of the white plumes to Washing- 
ton, with the suggestion that they 
be carried by the victor in the 
presidential campaign.

PASSING AND TURNING 

A lot of motorists have com- 
plained that when they give hand 
signals for making a turn, some 
heedless driver behind comes whiz- 
zing past and pays no heed to the 
signal. By the fact that it is il- 
legal to pass another car at street 
intersections under the law, no 
motorjst can pass you after you 
have given a signal, if the signal is 
given at the street intersection 
where you are making the turn, 
except upon the signal of the 
meng officer at the street intersec- 

on. 
A certain movie star last year 
had his State license revoked be- 
cause he was arrested for speeding | 
three times. He promptly secured 
another State driving license un- 
der another name, which happened 
to be his real name. There were 
other instances of motorists hav- 
ing their licenses revoked who 
went through the same procedure, 
and continued to drive their cars. 


EVADING THE LAWS 


Instead of allowing ‘this evasion 
of the law, the new law makes it 
illegal for a motorist, whose li- 
cense has been taken away, to op- 
erate his car under any su 

It will go very hard with those 
who are caught driving under such 
circumstances, say the authorities. 
“Reckless driving” under the 
new law must be specifically de- 
fined. Instead of classifying all 
manner of driving, including speed- 
ing, etc., as “reckless,” the new law 
provides that verv definite charges 
must be in this respect. In 
this way the kless driver will be 
dealt with more harshly than others 
who are caught inadvertently 
speeding, although not actually en- 
dangering lives in doing so. ; 

It is suggested that every auto 
driver get himself a copy of the 
new Motor Vehicle Act and read 
it frém cover to cover, some sum- 
mer evening, so that he can be well 
acquainted with all the angles to 
the various divisions, upon which 
this article only touches in the 
high lights. 

There is a general sentiment de- 
veloping among the authorities and 
members of the Automobile Club 
that a new era is to dawn when the 
new Motor Vehicle Act goes into 
effect. This new era will be in the 
form of greater law enforcement 
and less violation of the law.

It ia still the dull season 
midsummer to the average citi- 
zen, but actors and producers are 
bustling about new Tall 
plays and launching them. Re- 
hearsals are in full swing, and 
there is a great deal of moving 
and unpacking to be done. If a 
new show is opening here, it is 
the business of a transfer com- 
pany to assemble the production 
from all over the city. The sets 
have been built in a carpenter 
shop.

The producer keeps his packing 
cases and scenery in storage for a 
while, using what he can in other 
plays. Sometimes equipment re- 
mains in a store house ten or fif- 
teen yrars. Finally, if he is 
storage in a public warehouse, the 
producer destroys what he can- 
not use.

Mr. Banning’s 
task has been to classify and ana- 
lyze the literature of mental heal- 
ing—no slight undertaking—and 
to apply his own yardstick of ap- 
praisal thereto. His analyses may 
bring faint protests from the devo- 
tees of the various schools consid- 
er and from the _ incorrigible 
skeptics who are of no school, but 
no one may question his sincerity, 
his aésiduity or his success in find- 
ing the kKernél of thought in the 
mountain of matter. Above all, 
Mr. Banning is tolerant, finds ex-
